DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment

of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The claims submitted on April 9, 2004 do not properly 
coiTelate to the claims received by the USPTO on May 12, 2003 (5/7/03 effective mailing date) 
that were reviewed pursuant to Applicant's Request for Continued Examination (RCE) received 
by the USPTO on August 1 1, 2003.
